This is the me .lor problean with a private printing, ihile wholesalers handle 
the book, it is their practise to merely accept orders for it. Tliey do no promotion 
or advertising. So, most bo'kstorea, who can get it under noruial trade arrangements, 
do not know how to. Strangely, this is true dospite the considerable news attention 
the book h:is gotten in Publishers’ Weekly .
